Extreme cold depletes 
City’s storage of gas

Editor 

Having the ability to store 
30,000 dekatherms of natural 
gas paid dividends for the 
citizens of Hickman. “In the 
summer months we injected 
our natural gas supply to full 
capacity,” stated Hickman City 
Manager Johnny McTurner on 
Monday, Feb. 10. “We bought 
it at a low price and saved the 
citizens from the roller coaster 
of volatility the winter season 
brings upon its customers.” 


With the unusually cold 
winter, the city has depleted 
all the natural gas they had in 
storage. “We are now having to 
spot buy it,” added McTurner. 
“Spot buying it will get us 
through until the summer, but 
the price has doubled from what 
we paid last summer.” 

This means that consumers 
will pay more now even if they 
do not increase their usage. “Gas 
bills will increase this month,”

Development Fund,” to be used 
for the coordination of public 
transit operating subsidies for 
veterans who served on active 
duty with the Armed Forces 
of the United States and were 
discharged under honorable 
conditions,” explained Etherton. 
“This would help give our state’s 
veterans an opportunity to public 
transportation, that otherwise 
might not be available to them.”

A press conference was also 
scheduled after the rally with 
FCTA members representing 
Fulton County well.

Duke Hayes 



When the 

Mississippi River 
poured into the 
first floor of his 
home during the 
2011 flood, Duke 
Hayes did what any 
enterprising resident of Madrid 
Bend would do. He and wife Sue 
just moved upstairs in the house 
they had built themselves. 

Persons coming to check on 
them tied off their boats to the 
railing on the second floor deck. 

Carlton Duke Hayes personified 
the rugged, independent, can-do 
spirit of the Bend. 

He died at his home located in 
the neck of Madrid on February 
4, 2014 from complications of 
leukemia after battling the disease 
with the same type of spirit he 
displayed on the baseball held or 
chasing coyotes. 

He was 81. 

Hayes was a man for all 
seasons and he lived life to the 
fullest. Fishing in the spring and 
summer, hunting ‘coons, rabbits, 
deer and ducks in the winter and 
fall and playing softball well into 
his fifties. Duke did it all. 

“He loved life,” said Sue, his 
wife of 59 years. ”He had so many 
friends. I never knew him to have 
an enemy.” 

When David Lynn sunk his four- 
wheeler to the handlebars a few 
years ago in a Mississippi River 
slough bed, there was only one 
place to go for help. He walked 
to Duke’s house. Hayes had the 
four-wheel drive trucks, yards of 
heavy rope and the know how and 
wherewithal to retrieve the four- 
wheeler. 

Duke and Greg Windsor once 
treed a big boar ‘coon one night 
just before dawn. Greg begged him 
to shake the ‘coon out and watch 
the fight with Duke’s three prize 
dogs—one at a time. And shake 
out the ‘coon, they did. It quickly 
slashed, bit and cut its way through 
all three dogs. Duke was none too 
pleased but practical as ever. 

“What are we going to do now?” 
asked Windsor. 

“I don’t know about you but 
I’m taking my dogs to the vet,” 
responded Hayes. 

Hayes was a skilled baseball 
player in the days when every 
self-respecting town or spot in the 
road had an independent team. He 
caught and played outfield well 
into his thirties. As the local games 
changed to softball, he fell right 
in with the younger crowd and 
competed well into his fifties. 

He was still good enough the 
younger kids recruited him for the 


weekend tournament teams. 

“He loved playing ball and when 
he couldn’t play ball any more, he 

managed,” said Sue. _ 

“When he managed 
the kids, if they didn’t 
have any equipment, 
he would buy them 
some.” 

He hunted the 
Reelfoot Lake bottoms 
for squirrels walking far 
back into the National 
Wildlife Refuge to 
ridges only a handful 
of persons even knew 
about. 

He was a Lake County 
commissioner for 12 years and a 
man who could get things done. 

He convinced the county 
commission to press the state 
legislature for a private act to 
allow coyote hunting at night 
because the predators were 
impacting small game. While the 
state ultimately refused to pass the 
private act, Hayes got it before the 
congressmen. 

He fretted that while Tiptonville 
had three fields for youth baseball 
and one baseball held, there was 
no held for adult softball. While 
softball had almost died out here, 
the city built the held. Duke got it 
done. 

He was a Korean War veteran 
of the Army, joining up with his 
friend from the Bend, the late Billy 
Whitson. As the war was winding 
down, Whitson went to Korea 
and Duke went to Germany. They 
remained friends for life. 

He and his wife Sue taught 
themselves to play guitar only 
five years ago. And they played 
well, sometimes performing at 
the Reelfoot Lake flea market or 
during family gatherings. 

He ran Northside Grocery 
in Tiptonville during the 
seventies. When the big floods of 
1973 and ‘75 surrounded the store 
and north Tiptonville, he and Sue 
stayed right with the store. 

“He never turned anybody down 
for credit,” Sue said. ”If they 
wanted something and didn’t have 
the money, he would let them have 
it.” 

The day of his funeral and burial 
was one of the coldest of this 
very harsh winter with the ground 
covered with snow and wind chills 
in the single digits.

Hickman Police Department 

Chief Grogan continues 
to address blighted property 
and Hickman Mayor David 
Lattus encouraged him and his 
department to keep inspiring all 
Hickman residents to maintain 
their properties. 

“People do notice things,” stated 
Lattus. “We are being as nice and 
as lenient as we can, but we like 
to see gradual improvement.” 

Hickman Volunteer Fire 
Department 

“With the assistance of Mike 
Hartigan and his department, all 
fire trucks have been serviced, 
oiled and greased,” stated Chief 
Ramsey. “We do need to think 
about looking at replacing the 
1981 fire truck.” Ramsey suggests 
that they look at purchasing a 
shorter single cab truck, it would 
still have a 1250 pump and 1,000 
gallon tank on it, but would be 
better to maneuver on narrow city 
streets. 

The Hickman Volunteer 
Fire Department (HVFD) has 
received a resignation from John 
Cagle, bringing the department 
numbers to 14. “At one time we 
have had up to 21,” stated Chief 
Ramsey. “Finding fire fighters 


isn’t the problem, it is making 
sure they receive the training they 
need within the allotted amount 
of time.” Currently the HVFD 
does not have a training officer 
and having to travel to other areas 
for the necessary training is an 
issue. 

Chief Ramsey also noted that 
Hickman and the department only 
responded to one fire in January. 
“We were lucky not to have 
any fires during the really cold 
weather,” he said. “Recently most 
of our fires have been kitchen 
related grease fires.” 

Public Works Department 

“We had eight water leaks 
and two gas leaks during the 
cold hard freeze,” Public Works 
Director Hartigan said. “We 
are out of salt again.” With the 
county not carrying salt and the 
state conserving salt, the city is 
unable to obtain any more salt at 
this time. 

Other issues affecting public 
works during the last winter storm 
event included the alternator going 
out in the truck and needing to 
replace the blade used to plow the 
city roads. “You did a remarkable 
job considering,” stated Mayor 
Lattus on keeping the streets 
clean and working on the leaks 
during the cold spell.

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He also remembers playing 
with sticks with iron hoops. “All 
over town, all the kids would do 
it,” added H.L. 

Another fond memory of his 
was being a paperboy for The 
Hickman Courier, “My step¬ 
brother Cecil Williamson and I 
both worked for The Courier,"^ 
remembered H.L. “We worked 
for Mr. Howard who lived in the 
house that David Thomas and 
Dorothy Lee Harris reside m 
now. Nfr. Howard use to rent out 
rooms to the single women who 
worked in Union City.” 

When H.L. was a paper boy 
The Courier office was located 
behind the Hickman Post Office 
near the old bank building. The 
office was located in a stucco 
building. “We had to fold the 
papers by hand back then,” he 
said. “The high school girls 
would fold them and I would pick 
up a hundred papers at a time.” 

He recalls going up Sweet 
Elder Hill (Wabash Street) after 
passing by the old show. “There 
was a big magnolia tree (lost 
a few years back following a 
storm),” continued H.L. “Sweet 
Elder Hill was named after a dear 
lady named Sweet Elder. She 


wore a lot of make up.” 

After making it up the hill, 
H.L. would travel across the 
wooden bridge that crossed the 
holler behind the church (Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church). He also 
remembers crossing another one 
located near the home of Brantley 
Amberg. “That was at Shelby 
Ridge,” added H.L. “Mostly 
black people lived there. They 
loved the paper.” He sold them 
the papers for a nickel a piece. 

“Sometimes we would run 
out and have to get more,” he 
said. “We also sold them in east 
Hickman and west Hickman.” 
H.L. would make two and a half 
cents on each paper he sold. 

The money meant a lot to him 
back then, but he also enjoyed 
the cookies and other filings 
people would leave for him. 
“Sometimes I would get a plate 
of cookies, or maybe &ey would 
give me a dime,” he added with 
a smile. 

Eventually the papers went 
up to ten cents. “I didn’t get in 
on any of that big money,” H.L. 
said. “By then I was working at 
the pool hall.” 

H.L. was about 12 years old. “I 
made $10 on Saturdays working

from 8 a.m. until midnight,” he 
said, adding that he loved the 
fringe benefits. “I was able to 
shoot pool during the week for 
fi-ee.” 

He also has great memories 
of Uncle Will, Will Caldwell, 
buying him a sandwich. 

“The pool hall was busy,” he 
said. “The ‘bottom guys’ would 
come up on Saturdays, including 
the Williams and Weatherly 
families. They would sit m the 
big high benches with footstools 


and drink while everyone played 
pool.” 

His pool hall mcome wasn’t 
his only source of revenue. “I 
worked on the farm, picking 
cotton,” H.L. added. “I even 
picked strawberries inTennessee 
and pecans m the wmter time in 
the upper bottom.” 

“We were as poor as a 
church mouse, but we enjoyed 
ourselves,” he said. “I always 
had a place to lay my head and 
food to eat.”
